Is a gocd day this; a day on which after a long and grie-ous 
bondage'of our Nation under wicked and tyrannous U.urp- 
ers, our miraculouſly preſerved lawful righttui King, was 
as miraculouſly reſtored, and brought home to fit on his F2- 
thers Throne. And though for the long Lite and Proſpericy of our 
King we ſhould every day pray ; yet an this my his Birth and new 
Birth we ſhould double our Devotions ; pray and pray, yea nevei thick 
that we can pray toooft, Let the King live for- ever. 
And to ſtir you up to be conſtant and frequent in praying for the 
long Life'and the erernal Life, the earthly Proſperity and Heavenly 
Glory of our King ; I have choſen for the foundation and ground-work 


of my Diſcourſe unto you on this day, this Prayer, which was made by & 


Loyal Subjg&t for his Royal Sovereign, O King live for ever.

will be neceſlary for the clearer illuſtration of them to ſhew,

1.The perſon that gave this Royal Title,0 K:ing;and this Loyal Pray- 
, Live for ever,” was one of Gods holy Prophets'; one who though he 
ſnd ranked but in the head of the minor Prophets, was one of the 
greateſt of Prophers, and holieſt of Men, wz. Damel, T hn ſaid Damel, 
0 King, live for ever. 

Though being a Prophet of God, and inſpired by-his Spirit to write 
what he did write, the Teſtimony which he gives of himſelf be true ; 
and we may well believe that Dawel was a man highly favoured and be- 
loved of God, becauſe we find it thrice ſo written in this Book of his 
Propheſie; yet to confirm this we have the Teſtimony of his Contem- 
porary the Prophet Ezeksel,who in his 14th. Chap. thrice gives ham the 
2d. place among the three darling and choicely beloved ones of God, 


Wt tells us there of Noah, Dame!, 21d Fob, that they were men above 


all

all others, mf highly favoured of God and moſt pravalcht with) him, 
Ard the precedency in his favour, which God gave” this our pager, 
above the reſt of his Fellows; appears molt plazaly by the precedency 
which he gave him of th:mall, in Prophecy and Revelations. 


Fhe Revelations-and Prophefies-of -the -other Prophets; -were ti-

mited a3 both to place and time. They extended no further than theJewiſh 
ation, or thole that bordered about them, and were their oppreſſours, 
nor much beyond the time of Chriſt's appearing in the fleſh. Bur the 
Propheſies and Reyelationsof our Prophet Daniel, were neither ligmitetl 
by place or time : They extended toall parts of the World, an&God 
was pleaſed to ſhew unto him, the riſe and fall of the Monarchys and Em- 
Pires thereof, and-they reach as far as the the end of time it ſelf. And 
he not only ſpeaks of Chriſts appearing in thefleſh in weakneſs and hy- 


mility, Ch. 9g. 26. But alſo of his ſecond coming in power and great 


glory with myriads ny =, go to judge the world, Ch. 7. 10. 

Burt this our Prophet Math not only for the Theory and the enlighting 
of our heads, revealed untous in his Writings, many ati high and deep 
myſtery : But he hath here alſo,for our practice, and the ordering of our 
hands, given us in his lifeand converſation, many an excellent pattern 
ob vertue and piety : I could commend to your imiration, 

1. The great-temperance and ſobriety which he ſhew*d in gefufing to 
feed on the Kings dainty diſhes, -and contenting himfelf only- with a 
Meſs of homely pulſe. Ch. 1. 


2. The great humility and fef-denial which: he ſhewed, in relyin |

And being there miraculouſly preſer- 
ved of God, he doth not'upon his coming forth of it, complain of the 
hard meaſure that was ſhewn him, nor of the great injuſtice that was 
done unto him.: Doth not revile the King, and charge him withTyran- 
nies and Cruelties, but owns him for his Sovereiga ſtill; gives him his 
due title of Honour, calls him, O King, prays for his Life and Proſperi: 
tj, and wiſheth that he may live for ever.

en againſt them, but always prayed for them, and wiſht them good.

Kingdom, with their ſpiritual weapons of Faith and Prayer, as with 
tkeir carnal ones of Pikes and Guns z, and when the Kings Souldiers, 
and thoſe thatare pay?d by him, are not employed in the natural Mijli- 
tia , and in the guard-houſe a watching for the defence of the fortreſs, 
which he hath committed unto them, they cannot with'a good con: 
{cience be better employ'd, than in betaking themſelves w the Spiritual 
Militia, and in repairing to the Church, there to joyn with the Con- 
gregation , in Praying for the Safety and Preſervation of the King. 
And they have large conſciences ſure who take the Kings daily pay to

But though ſwaggering and ſwearing Sword-men boaſt themſelyes 
to be the Kings Life-guard, and beſt defence againſt his Foes ; yet *tis 
piousand praying Churchmen, that are indeed his beſt Life-guard and 
frongeſt Tower of Defence. Valiant Souldiersand Sword-men areat 
beſt, ard when they have done their beſt, but the Infantry and Foot- 
men; ?cis pious Prieſts and praying Churchmen, (as lightly. as male- 
pert Souldiers ſet by them, and as baſely as they eſteem them) that 
make up the Cavalry, are (as termed 2 Kings 1 3.14) the Chariots of !/- 
rel, and the Horſemen thereof ; the principal Miliria, and defence of 
Xing and Kingdem.. And 1 will be bold to ſay, that His Majeſty bath 
not in all his Dominions a ſtronger Caſtle or Fortreſs of defence again 
his Foes, than is the Church, nor any better Souldiers than thoſe Prieſts, 
that to their watching add daily praying for him. 

But what may ſome here object? Will you blame Souldiers, and 
ſuch 2s are paid by the Xing, for neglecting to pray for the King?

Surely my Warlike Brethren and. Sons of Aſars, as grim and bigs
